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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1965. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  included  details  of  the  personal 
health  services  which  come  under  my  direction  as  the  Divisional  Medical 
Office  r . 


The  vital  statistics,  which  are  an  indication  of  the  health  and 
well  being  of  the  inhabitants  show 

i)  once  again  the  population  has  been  increased  by  130  to 

2860.  '  ' 

ii)  the  notified  live  births  fell  from  55  to  45. 

iii)  there  was  an  increase  of  6  deaths  in  the  year,  36  deaths 
having  occurred.  Only  4  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  child  birth 
and  1  child  died  under  one  year  of  age. 

iv)  once  again  there  were  very  few  infectious  diseases  notified, 
measles  again  being  the  most  common  infectious  disease. 

The  warden's  scheme  functions  well  and  the  warden,  Mrs. Ward, 
proved  to  be  an  excellent  choice  for  the  post.  At  the  time  of  writing, 
another  warden  is  being  appointed  to  visit  elderly  people  living  in  private 
houses „ 


Once  again  I  would  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Durant,  for  his  help,  co-operation,  and  the  completion  of  the  second

half  of  this  report.  I  would  also  thank  the  staff,  medical  and  clerical, 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Office.  To  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  your 
Committee,  my  thanks  are  due  for  your  co-operation  and  the  courteous 
receipt  of  my  reports  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY o 

Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  are  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Board,  which  came  into  being  on  the 
1st  October  1962. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  mains  supply 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about  1034.  Only  one  cottage  in  the  district 
is  served  by  a  standpipe;  this  was  included  in  a  programme  of  unfit 
property  during  the  year. 

Three  samples  of  water  taken  from  varying  parts  of  the  district 
for  bacteriological  examination  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  the  water,  which  is  largely 
obtained  from  deep  boreholes  in  the  Bunter  sandstone,  is  as  follows:

This  water  is  of  good  organic  purity. 
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connection  to  the  Worksop  Rural  District  Council  supply. 

Five  dwellings  are  served  by  private  wells;  two  of  these  have 
given  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  in  the  past.  In  one  instance, 
a  property  situate  on  the  main  road  of  the  town,  the  Council,  following 
abortive  informal  approach,  served  a  statutory  notice  pursuant  to  Section 
136  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  (as  amended)  on  the  owner/ occupier  to 
connect  to  the  mains  supply.  The  notice  was  not  complied  with  by  the 
end  of  the  year  and  it  is  the  Council's  intention  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
work  in  default, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 

For  a  number  of  years  now  the  Council  has  been  aware  that  major 
development  in  Tickhill  could  not  take  place  unless  improvements  were 
carried  out  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  some  2  years  ago  your 
Surveyor,  in  conjunction  with  a  consultant  engineer,  prepared  a  scheme 
for  enlarging  the  existing  works  and  providing  a  further  settlement  tank, 
two  filter  beds,  and  two  humus  tanks .  Additional  sludge  drying  beds  are 
also  incorporated  in  the  scheme. 

Since  that  time,  design  details  have  been  prepared  and  planning 
and  Rivers  Board  approvals  applied  for. 

It  is  hoped  that  Ministerial  approval  will  be  given  to  the  scheme  in 

1  966 , 


Discussions  were  also  held  between  your  Surveyor  and  the 
Assistant  County  Surveyor  regarding  the  improvement  of  surface  water 
drainage  in  the  Northgate  area,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  long  standing 
problem  will  also  be  solved  at  an  early  date,

Last  year’s  report  referred  to  the  cleansing  and  improvement 
works  to  the  Mill  Dam,  which  had  been  kindly  donated  to  the  Council  by 
Lord  Scarborough,  The  necessary  immediate  works  were  completed 
early  in  the  year  and  no  major  flooding  problems  ensued.  All  riparian 
owners  along  Paper  Mill  Dyke,  which  feeds  the  Dam,  were  urged  to 
cleanse  the  stretches  of  the  dyke  for  which  they  were  responsible.  It  is 
considered  that  local  improvement  has  been  effected,  although  in  the  long 
term  organised  maintenance  and  cleansing  may  be  necessary, 

HOUSING, 

The  Housing  Act  1964,  which  contains  new  and  detailed  legislation, 
providing  for  the  compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings  to  provide  the 
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five  "standard  amenities"  set  out  below. 


Provision  of  bath. 

Provision  of  wash  hand  basin. 

Provision  of  hot  water  to  bath,  wash  hand  basin 
and  sink. 

Provision  of  water  closet. 

Provision  of  a  foodstore. 

This  Act  intensified  the  volume  of  detailed  work  which  is  being 
carried  out  as  a  general  housing  inspection  of  the  district.  The  town 
has  been  divided  into  nine  areas  and  each  property  is  being  classified 
according  to  its  general  fitness,  remaining  estimated  life,  and 
suitability  for  improvement. 

The  initial  survey  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  as  a  first  step  it  is  intended  to  circularise  all  owners  of  dwellings 
who  are  eligible  to  apply  for  a  standard  grant. 

For  the  time  being  the  Committee  decided  not  to  select 
individually  unfit  houses  for  attention  at  random  but  to  deal  with  a 
separate  area  of  the  district  as  Housing  Survey  Reports  were  presented 
to  them. 

No  further  action  pursuant  to  the  unfit  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Acts  was  taken  in  respect  of  properties  in  Castlegate,  but  the  Council 
are  attempting  to  purchase  property  and  land  in  this  area  in  order  to 
ensure  effective  and  co-ordinated  development,

One  individually  unfit  dwelling  was  the  subject  of  a  demolition 
order  during  the  year, 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS, 

For  a  town  of  small  size,  activity  in  this  sphere  has  been  fairly 
considerable  for  a  number  of  years  and  some  nine  applications  were 
received  and  approved  during  the  period  under  review.  Thirteen  houses 
were  improved  during  the  year, 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council's  Cleansing  Department  were 
emptying  only  nine  pails  or  privies  in  the  urban  area. 
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Three  of  these  are  serving  old  cottages,  which  have  been 
condemned,  but  where  the  occupiers,  all  old  people,  prefer  to  stay,, 

Two  other  cottages  are  likely  to  be  the  subject  of  action  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  Acts  in  the  near  future  and  three  cottages  are  extremely 
remote  and  cannot  be  connected  to  a  main  drainage  scheme. 

Negotiations  regarding  the  improvement  of  one  of  these  cottages 
were  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  remaining  case  the  Council  were  taking  statutory  action 
to  lay  on  water  and  a  notice  pursuant  to  Section  47  (1)  of  the  1936  Act 
to  effect  a  conversion  to  a  WQ  C0  will  follow, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Only  one  site  in  the  area  has  a  site  licence  for  the 
accommodation  of  a  caravan,  and  this  arose  as  a  "right  of  use"  over 
the  years  pursuant  to  the  Planning  Acts0  One  caravan  was  present 
on  this  site  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  Council’s  caravan  site  was  fully  occupied  during  the  year 
and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  provision  of  this  site  has  solved  local 
residential  needs. 

Unfortunately,  as  in  the  case  of  other  authorities  in  South 
Yorkshire,  the  area  received  many  visitations  from  itinerant  caravan 
dwellers,  many  of  these  creating  local  problems  due  to  the  dumping 
of  refuse  and  discarded  scrap  materials* 

In  1964  four  frequently  used  areas  had  been  zoned  as  "prohibited 
areas"  for  caravans  pursuant  to  Section  95  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  195L  This  had  proved  to  be  only  a 
slight  deterrent,  however,  and  unless  a  day  to  day  watch  is  kept  on 
a  particular  site  and  the  machinery  for  laying  information  and  issuing 
summonses  is  particularly  speedy,  there  is  little  opportunity  of 
bringing  an  offender  into  court,  One  summons  was  issued  during  the 
year  but  the  defendant  did  not  appear  in  court,  being  fined  £4  in  his 
absence . 

In  one  further  caravan  case  where  a  scrap  metal  dealer's 
business  was  also  being  built  up,  the  Council  decided  to  take  enforcement 
action  under  the  Planning  Acts,  and  legal  steps  were  well  advanced  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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It  is  obvious  there  will  be  no  permanent  solution  to  this  caravan 
problem  until  a  satisfactory  national  policy  is  evolved  which  either 
prohibits  this  way  of  life  (difficult  to  consider  in  a  democratic  country) 
or  provides  adequate  sites0 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT, 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  this  was 
maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year 0 

Three  licences  to  slaughter  animaTs  pursuant  to  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act  are  in  force  in  the  district.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT, 

The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority, 
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Doncaster  Rural  District  Council,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate 
rateable  value  basis.  In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with 
expeditiously.  Four  of  the  local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the 
local  authority  for  rodent  control  treatment.

Three  premises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products. 

In  all  there  are  30  food;  premise s  in  the  district  and  hygienic  conditions 
are  generally  good,  15  inspections  were  made.  At  the  request  of  the 
Council  all  food  traders  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  preventing 
members  of  the  public  taking  dogs  into  food  premises  and  notices  were 
provided  for  display  in  shops. 

Alginate  swabs  were  taken  from  two  small  catering  establishments 
to  check  the  bacteriological  cleanliness  of  equipment.  The  results  of 
the  12  samples  showed  a  satisfactory  standard,
